The long, eight- week trial of Patricia Hearst is over — 
and with it, the widespread public speculation is over 
whether the verdict would be innocent or guilty. And now 
it is in: “Guilty, as charged.” 
There can be no question that Miss Hearst received a 
fair trial. Following the verdict, the jurors told 
newspaper reporters that, from the very beginning, their 
sentiments had been all in favor of the defendant. But, in 
the end, the weight of evidence was so overwhelming 
that, with the greatest reluctance, they found in favor of 
the prosecution. 
The verdict, too, was an answer to the many cynics 
who felt that she would never be found guilty because she 
was too rich, or that her parents were too powerful, or 
that her attorney, F. Lee Bailey, was too clever. But, in 
the end, it was simple justice, and not wealth, nor power, 
nor cleverness, that prevailed. The system worked. 
The contention of the defense that Miss Hearst had 
been “brainwashed” just didn’t hang together. It might 
have, except for two things. First, the psychiatrists 
called by her attorney are part of that “establishment” 
which, for many years and for the most part, has denied 
that there is any such thing as “brainwashing.” Since the 
psychiatrists were, in all probability, not themselves 
convinced, it was impossible to convince the jury. 
And secondly, the one man who was, without doubt,the 
best qualified and able to be of assistance to Miss Hearst 
in this line of defense — if any such line of defense could 
be made — is Mr. Edward Hunter of Arlington, Virginia. 
It was Hunter, who as a veteran reporter and foreign 
correspondent first discovered the communist 
techniques of brainwashing, brought the technique to 
public attention and introduced the word into the English 
language. But, for some strange reason, Mr. Hunter was 
never called, even though he had indicated that he felt 
she had been brainwashed. 
In any event, the story is not yet over. Ahead lies the 
trial of Willianm and Emily Harris, and Miss Hearst has 
been indicted by California as a co-conspirator. What will 
happen now? Will Miss Hearst appear as a defendant, or 
will she appear in court as a witness against her former 
Symbionese Liberation Army comrades? Whatever 
choice she makes, the public spotlight will be focused on 
Miss Hearst for a long time to come. And we are con­ 
fident that in those future trials of SLA defendants, our 
system of justice will continue to work.

pretty much what their freight- 
hauling brothers won This wiU 
affect still another 500,000 in 
food-outlet 
work, 
mostly 
members of the AFL-ClO Retail 
Clerks

led

Housewright and others in retail 
operations led by Al Heaps 
Like super express trains 
speeding on 
triple 
parallel 
tracks these negotiations run 
alongside those in the rubber 
industry.

Workers president Pete Bom 
marito already has authority to 
strike the big four-in tires and 
chemicals.

*76. That's more than $1,700 per 
worker per year 
For health 
care alone 
The auto workers' Chrysler 
division reports that company 
paid $116 6 million in 1975 to the

That goes into the 
price of a car

national cost of living. Naturally 
auto prices go up. Thus the 
COLA or inflation points float

Dispute continues to rage 
over canning lid shortage

WASHINGTON, D.C.— Congressman Jim Symington, (D-Mo.), 
says he is afraid the shortage of canning lids may be a problem 
again this year. Symington said contradictory information was 
presented in hearings held this week by the subcommittee on 
commodities and services of the House Committee on Small 
Business. The canning lid manufacturers maintain that they are 
going all out on production of canning equipment, but the retail 
chains charge that already their orders are either not being filled or 
not being filled fully. 
The congressman advocated that Congress and the Federal Trade 
Commission monitor the following: 
1. Alleged pressuring of retailers to buy jar sets in order to pur­ 
chase the replacement lids 
2. Possible price fixing by the major producers 
3. The allocation system — to see why retailers are not receiving 
their full orders 
4. The distribution system — to see whether some areas of the 
country have a surplus while others have a scarcity of lids 
Symington said all indications are that the consumer demand for 
home canning products will be great. 
The Department of 
Agriculture has released figures that show an increase over the 
last two years of 60 per cent in the number of families who will can 
food supplies Ball Corporation, the major lid producer in the country, 
is projecting a 65 per cent increase in their production of canning lids 
over last year. 
But, Symington said, in light of the testimony by retailers, he 
believes that people need some definite assurance that the equip­ 
ment will be available. 
Symington said that a Federal Trade Commission report on the 
canning lid shortage is due at the end of this month.

2,200 run

The 
Boston Marathon, one of the 
world’s most prestigious dis­ 
tance runs, has turned into a 
human stampede. 
Just a dozen years ago, the 
normal starting field was 250, 
considered outlandish at the 
time. Today, on its 80th anni­ 
versary, there were nearly 2,- 
200 entries for the Patriots’ 
Day run from Hopkinton to 
Boston. 
“We’ve done just about ev­ 
erything possible to limit the 
field, even lowering the quali­ 
fying time to three hours for 
runners under 40, but we still 
wind up with a big field," Bos­ 
ton Athletic Association race di­ 
rector Will Cloney said. 
Despite a wild logistics jam, 
Cloney takes what appears to 
be an impossible task in stride 
— and without pay. A former 
Boston newspaper sports editor 
and college professor, Cloney, 
now an investment executive, 
grins and bears it.

expert medical help as quick

The only successful treat­ 
ment for these people is to in­ 
crease the blood volume im ­ 
mediately with fluids through 
a needle in the vein Skilled 
medical personnel give much 
larger amounts of insulin than 
is commonly used in the daily

dividuals diabetes and take 
whatever measures necessary 
to res tor e the c h e m i c a l 
balance of the body 
Diabetic coma is often caus­ 
ed by stopping taking insulin

It s true that your in­ 
sulin is standardized to your

Another frequent cause fo 
diabetic coma is the addt 
demands imposed by an infe 
tion such as an abscesi 
pneumonia or some other in 
fectious process 
Som e diabetics get too 
much insulin and go into in­ 
sulin shock This is caused by 
the blood sugar being very 
low. It causes the symptoms 
of hypoglycemia induced by 
pouring out of adrenaline 
from the adrenal glands This 
includes the sweatiness and 
the pallor and the shaking

i n d i v i d u a l s 
need 
glucose or sugar If they are 
conscious enough to drink 
orange juice with some sugar 
in it that's fine If they are un­ 
conscious then intravenous 
glucose is necessary and will 
eliminate the symptoms in 
very short order 


Again, 
unless you know 
which you are dealing with, 
it s wise not to meddle but get 
expert medical attention as 
quickly as possible A diabetic 
who has a severe insulin reac­ 
tion should see his doctor 
right away even if he recovers

What’s new for your garden 
in spring? Here are some items 
from new catalogues, one a 
round carrot and the other a 
hanging basket type tomato 
named Tumblin’ Tom. 
The carrot and tomato are 
from Stokes Seeds (Buffalo), 
which is also showing a white 
beet named Albino, advertised 
as having sweet roots without 
pigment, that will not bleed in 
salads or when cooked. Its 
white, ribbed tops are also 
touted for greens. It matures in 
50 days. 
Tumblin’ Tom has a dwarf 
habit and 14-2 ounce fruit that 
may be planted in hanging bas­ 
kets, window boxes or patio 
containers. 
Planet carrot is a round, 
beet-shaped carrot with deep 
orange flesh and green top, de­ 
scribed as good for canning or 
pickling or as a gourmet item. 
The soil should be hilled over 
the carrot to prevent green 
shoulders. 
Stokes also introduces two 
low-acid yellow tomatoes, Gold­ 
en Delight and Caro Rich; a 
new pickling cucumber, Pepi, 
which matures in 48 days, 
growing on dwarf plants; Dus­ 
ky eggplant with black skin; 
Gringo, an early, sweet Spanish 
hybrid onion; and Viking 2K as­ 
paragus, reported vigorous and 
disease resistant. 


Did the plant known as Bells 
of Ireland originate in Ireland? 
No, it came from Syria. The 
Cuban or Peruvian lily came 
from the Mediterranean area 
while the Jersey Lily came 
from South America. 


Are dahlia tubers edible? The 


New york botanical Garden re- 
ported they were, that many 
were first brought into the 
United States as vegetables, 
but as such were not popular. 
Dahlia tubers may be boiled, 
fried or roasted, or diced for 
use in soup. They are also re­ 
ported good with lamb, beef or 
turkey. 


“Color in the Sky,” by Edwin 
A. Menninger, is the story of 
Dr. Menninger’s horticultural 
life. Menninger is credited with 
bringing many colorful trees to 
the landscape of Florida and 
other warmer areas of the 
country.

National Weather Service said. 
The crest was one foot lower 
than had been feared Em er­ 
gency dikes as high as 25 feet 
were credited with helping pre­ 
vent the fifth flood in seven 
years in low-lying sections of 
the city. 
As 
workers 
continued 
to 
sandbag dikes to prevent ero­ 
sion and seepage, officials ex­ 
pressed concern that residents 
would believe the danger was 
past and the supply of volun­ 
teer dikewatchers, sandbaggers 
and 
security 
patrols 
would 
dwindle. 
“ People 
get 
complacent," 
said city engineer Burt Peck- 
ham. "That’s what bothers us. 
“ We’re a long way from the 
end of the critical part of this. 
If we get a foot or two of drop, 
then we can breathe " 
City Manager John Arnold 
said, “ The prognosis is still 
danger for at least another 
week The longer the water is 
• ’high, the more likely we are to 
have street and yard boils." 
The boils indicate dangerous 
levels of underground water 
pressure which 
could 
burst 
above ground level and flood 
portions of the city. 
“ The situation is still critical 
but we’ve survived the worst," 
Arnold said. 
Mayor Chester Reiten made 
the first official announcement 
of the crest at 7 a.m.. and offi­ 
cials immediately began get­ 
ting telephone calls from evac­ 
uated residents asking when
